MUSICAL BRILLS.
Oune Woman Whose Inventive Genius Has
Added Something to Gymnasties,

There {8 absolutely something new under
the sun. It I8 a dumb bell, that lke the
malden of happy nursery rhyme  makes
musgle wherever it goes—rather a misnomer
then, Is It not, to eall it dumb? But that,
however, Is nelther here nor there,

The child who I8 not possessed of one of
these musical Instruments has  much Lo
complain of; they are, however, In quite
Reneral uae In all public and private “gyms'
where children are Instructed in the ath.etie
ways In which they should walk.

The bolls have the distinetion of belng the
only gymnastie apparatus—ont of 600 pleces
now In use—invented by a woman. Miss
Ellen  LeQarde, n neme familine In the
Rymnustlp  world—both as  wsducator and
writer—eonceivod the happy ldea of athletioe
dritly with  musical accompaniment, n=ide
from. a plano—In whieh each child should
have the pleasare of muaking her own
musle,

The ordinary child, as everyone knows,
tukes Kindly to anything that furnishes a
nolse, and when this nolse revolves llse f
into harmonious wounds his delight |l minl-
fest in face, voloe and not.  Dieills, with this
form of bell are learned quickl!y by children
because they like them, They are dolng
semething and dolng 1t nolsily.

Each lnstrument briefly deseribed consists
of four ‘highly falshed and nlekled bells,
connectel by a polished wood handle of the
nsual form for a dumb bell, The bels
have a clear, swest note that Is very pleas-
ing, particulary when used by a number of
puplls at one time,

In winter the drills with musical belis are
partieularly appreciated; they afford amuse-
ment ss well as sxerciee  and reconcile
ehildren to a reccss spont Indoors when the
wonthor will not sdmit of outdoor sport.
They are practieally intended for uwe in the
ordinary school room, where there Is wo
plano; when used In contection with one
any accompaniment can be played, the puplls
keeping thin . with the bells.

The peculinr value of the musioal bell lea
in the necesslty for sharp, energetie sction
at the end of each movement lo produee
the wound, which everyone using them will
want to get, thug forcialily exerclsing the
muscles brought inte action. To prove this

LITTLE EVA,

Muary Hanton of Kentueky ths Chitd Evan-
gel Who Was an Angel to “Unele Tom,"
She wus born in Lanecaster, Ky., Ootoboer

17, 1811, and was the davghter of John Ban-

ton and Elizabeth Campbell, who were both

clilldren of heroes of the war of the revolu-
tion. Her grandfather, Capialn Samuel

Campbell, was a Scotehman, and llved near

Silver Creek, In Madison county, Kentucky,

to which place he moved from Virginia., He

was o lurge land holder and a wealthy man
for his day, and possessed maby slaves,
among whom was @  handsome quadroon
comed Letitin. She was one of the most
valued slaves Captain Campbell owned, and
white ahe mueh liked by all she was
an  especial favorite with Mrs. Campbell,

When the war of 1812 commenced he wont

to the fromt and left his wife and ohildren

at home with se énsier mind Knowing Letl-
tie's falthfulness und capability ag & house
mnervant.

Latitin was brought into even closer rela-
tion with her mistress because she was an
unuspully expert seamstress as well as an
adept In spinning,.  Nowadays, whén we
nelther spin, nor ecard, nor weave, nor even
knlt, It g diMeult to comprehend the im-
mense responsibility of overy mistreoss, In
those days, who had o grow, spin, weave,
cut and make each garment worn by every
man and woman slave employed abiout the
house, the gurden, the dairy and the flelds,

In those days it was found most expedient
ta, engage the services of a  professional
weaver who wenl from place to place In
the nelghborhood in turn, Whether It was
becanse of the well known  superlority of
the feotch In this direction or whether |t
was because Capiain Campbell, being a
wealthy man, attracted to himself his humbler
ecountrymen, the weaver employed by this
family was a Seotehman named Clark. But
I dare say the captain was canny and simply
employed the man for his skill, When the
magter went to the war his wife managed
these large interests with the assistacee of
Laotitin, the trusted house servant, who wus,
of conrse, frequentiy thrown with the weaver.

In a year the caprtaln came home for a
vigit and It was gad news he heard from the
anxlouns wife, Well, the upshot of the mat-
ter was that the master ordered Clark off
the place and lectured Lotitin and took an
onth that he would do awful things to them
if they dared brink a scandal on his nome.
In a Httle while he returned agaln from the
war for a vislt ard found the weaver still
on his estale.

Then there war another scene and he
threatened to cowhilde Clark, who bade him
do as he pleaved, for he loved Latitia,

“Hoot, toot, mun!"' exclalmed Campbell.
“You're a grand fool. Do you suppose 1
want a lot of white negro children on iy
place? And don't you know your children
will he my slaves—that 1 will put them in
my pocket—that 1 will sell them?"

But nothing duunted Clark, atd he marrled
Latitin, vowlng her master would never well
her children for he wouldl moke them the
most humble and valued slaves on the plan-
tation.  And 1t 18 but truth to say this pledge
was kept.

Letitia and Clark had o son named Lewls
who was an unususlly belght obild and who
was given Lo the captain's daughter—bril-
llant and aecompiished Retwy Camphell—
when she married John Banton, the son of
a revolutionary officer, who left & leg on the
fiedd, but brought his head home in wueh
gond condition that his chief diverston was
learnine to memorize the whole of the new
testamont, And they had n dasughter, Mary
Ann, with whom Lewis Clark was rilsed In
the houre, nelther of them then litle dream-
ing that she was to be immortallzed an “litile
Eva' and he as “George Harrls” In “Uncle
Tom's Cabin,' He was an invalusble servant
I the dining room and about the house and
wus trusted with the marketing of all the
varied products of the faria and carrled larges
sums of money.

One unlucky day his master was sompelled
to mortgage him to a neighbor who would
not consider any other klaye than Lewis,
but who agreed Lo ullow Mr., Banton to re-
derm him at his convenlence. In his new
e Lewls was put with the cdmmon feld
hands and hurshly treated, and, instead of
epting the wame that was  put  on
the master's table, he was hall staryvid,
The man Lud cheated Mr, Hanton out of the
servant us well as the money 1o take up the
mortgage—who was thus unabile to buy Leawis
back when he was offered for sale—and o ooe
elee would would bid on him becauss he was
conpldered & "mpollt dirky. This was a
sad slate of alairs for Lewls. ‘He now be-
lotiged (o a hard master and np one would
buy bhim and he was powerlest to.run away
untll Caldwell Campbell, the son of (he cap-
tain, came to him as he ptood on the auetion
Wock and slipped lnto his hand o gold plece,
wying: “If this will help you, use iy, apd
Lowis fled to Canadi. !

About thirteen years ago Lawls Clark went |

wias
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te Stanford, Ky, to see Mary Danton, his
playmate, and the daughter of his mistress,
now the widow of Willlam 0. Logan. And
then it was he told her that *litile Eva™
Wis the same Mary Banton he loved so dearly
as a child. 8he was surprised, amazed, but
thanked Lewis for the lovely character he
had glven her, but she expremned her rogret
that he had sald aueh harsh things of those
near and dear to her,

Mary Banton was not the typleal gosdy.
| good child, but she was a warm-hearted,
| affoctionate 1itle girl, who, while full of life
and fun, was noted as & pracemaker and was
truly pletured by Mra. Stowe, who suys:
| “The gentle Bva * * * 13 an impersona-
tion In ehildisd Form of the love of Chrlxt.”
It seemed to be hor especial care to shield
the wervatits, o eomfort them In thelr
troubles, which she.did! in a blithe, happy
way that Rnew no toneh of sanctlimonious
axcetlolsm,

Phynically she was exaotly as Mre, Stowe
deserfbes  her except that her lovidly, rosy
vomplexion was of the himithy, enduring kind
that outlived more thun throe-score yoars and
ten. Those who have - cherished her oas a
hoatutiful ideal will be glad 1o kuow ehe wak
always a gracious and ahandsome woman, as
her phategraph at T4 whows.,

“Uncle Tom's Cabln'™ created such Intense
excltement In the southy and more especinlly
in Kentoeky, whers many of the scenes are
i, thnt Mrs, Stows, In self-defense, plib-
lished the “Koy." #dr sonthing pen was
merciloss, Indeed, fedonds of the persons at
whom her satire wan directad burnsd  the
“Key" In n aplrit of kindness that sought to
spare the familles of these people. And so
It ecame gbhout that the veritable “BEva' never
| read It but as the years passed she heard
| that It eontiined a modt Aattering pleture of
gomo of her family, As she never saw the
| “Key" she never Krew that Mrs, Stows or
uny one entertilned for @ moment the false
idea that Lewis Clark’s mother wis the
duughter of Captain Campbell, In her integ
view with Clark he ralterated that he owed
|all hs was—his wuocess and raputation—-to
| “Miss Retsy'' whom he sald whs a strict
| but always good mistrosm, In his lectures in
Stanford and the surr unding country he ma's
the same statement and sald = nilstake had
|hsvn mada for which he was not responsible,
Mrs. Logan and her family have always hold
Mrgr. Stowe blameless.

It wag not until six or seven years after
the Interview with Lewis Clark, when the
newspapars had wearled of the story of the
man’s life and ghe had oeased to regret those
things that wounded her, that she could be
persunded {0 see the play of “Unecle Tom's
Cubin. In the scens where Byn crowns
Uncle Tom with flowers her syen filled while
Bhe smiled at the fecollectlon of horself—a
migchevious, lovable, itle hoyden bedecking
old Unels Yammer, a slaive of her fathor's
Bhi declared wlfterward she wis glad shi
went to sea i1, but it would tike her many
i iy to forget low odd she fell al the death
Boeane. Tt was with this In midd that her
sldest dunghter, being in Hartford, hoped to
Bte¢ Mra. Stowe and (ell her of 1t, but learn-
Ing the brilliant writer's mind had somewhn
yielded to the strain of emotion thut fired her
pen, she postponed the visit—preferring to
remember her as o gifted womusn al Bor bast,

8he, whose perbonality inspirad the char
acter of “little Bva,” died in Wlizgabethitow,
Ky.. Auwust 6. 1858, and Nes at rest in Lou's
ville's beautiful Cave HHIl, on a gentle slop
thut catches the first glint of the morning
sun before b sples out the lake that fMows
peacelully below at the foot of the soldiers'
graved. The herolne of the book that was
more |nstrumental than any other thing In
bringing about the slave war les facing the
north and the federsl dead who fell while
fightlng for the abolition of slavery. She
slesps and they eleen, lke the Isstes that
were buried with them, and when this story,
like good wine, can show a respectable age
Jheir ehildren will seek out her children, and
they will speak together reverently of lier.
